1. An isolated nucleic acid comprising SEQ ID NO: 1. 

2. An isolated nucleic acid comprising SEQ ID NO: 2. 

3. An isolated nucleic acid comprising SEQ ID NO: 5 or SEQ ID NO: 6. 

4. A method for detecting Pectinatus frisingensis comprising carrying out a gene 
amplification assay wherein a nucleic acid comprising instant SEQ ID NO: 1 is produced, 
and detecting the presence of the amplification product, wherein the presence of SEQ ID 
NO: 1 is indicative of the presence of Pectinatus frisingensis. 

5. A method for detecting Pectinatus frisingensis comprising carrying out a gene 
amplification assay wherein a nucleic acid comprising instant SEQ ID NO: 1 is produced, 
and detecting the presence of the amplification product, wherein the presence of SEQ ID 
NO: 1 is indicative of the presence of Pectinatus frisingensis. 

6. A method for detecting Pectinatus frisingensis comprising carrying out a gene 
amplification assay wherein SEQ ID NO: 5 or SEQ ID NO: 6 is used as a primer in 
conjunction with a primer sequence which hybridizes to the Pectinatus frisingensis 16S 
rRNA gene, and detecting the presence of an amplification product, wherein the presence 
of an amplification product is indicative of the presence of Pectinatus frisingensis. 

7. A method according to claim 6 wherein the primer sequence which hybridizes to the 
Pectinatus frisingensis 16S rRNA gene is SEQ ID NO: 10.
